Wallis of the J. I. Case Plow works, has 
seen to it that the gelding had every 
care possible. 


Seldom, since, that time was Jay-Eye- 


Sec harnessed, except when taken to the 
Wisconsin and other state fairs, and then 
only for exhibition, it was in the year 
1007 that the writer visited the horse 
at Pleasant View farm and at that time 
he was as sleek and nice looking as ever, 
but bis teeth were -in' bud shape and it 
was 
impossible for a surgeon to get 


near him for the purpose of treating 
the molars. 
Every time such an effort 


was made the horse would kick and fight 
and the job was-given up. Still there 
was the vim and dash in his gait, which 
attracted so much attention on the race 
courses of the world.

secure a nomination, if the candidate is 
permitted to' go after it on the basis 
of personal expenditure of money; for it 
will cost one candidate more to get a 
nomination than it will cost another. 


Again why should any citizen be per- 


mitted to invest his money to secure a 
public olficc for himself?- 


A law recognizing this right of the 


candidates is a legal recognition of the 
proposition that securing a public office 
is a matter of business, in which the 
cost of getting the nomination and elec- 
tion is the investment, and the salary 
is the. gross receipts. It is a matter of 
interest only to the person seeking the 
office, and not of the public in any de- 
gree. . A public office, therefore, is not a 
public trust. It is not.,*, trust at all. 
Jt is a thing to be got by some lucky 
bidder who chooses to make the neces- 
sary effort to get it. The people have 
nothing to do with the selection of. then- 
candidates. 
The primary election 
law 


is so far. a gold brick that it gives the 
people no power to choose their candi- 
dates; . but only the 
opportunity 
to 


'choose between two or moje self-chosen 
candidates. 
The people have nothing to 


do with it. They have no real part in 
it. 
Popular suffrage becomes a sood 


deal of a farce under the circumstances 
as they exist; for all the privilege it 
confers on the voter is the right to say 
which of two or more self-selected and 
self-nominated candidates he prefers to 
aid by his vote. 


It is not a people's government, but a 


government of, and by and for office- 
seekers. 


As a. good political proposition let it 


be said that no candidate for a public 
office should be permitted to expend a 
dollar to secure the office. 
If he does, 


make the penalty the refusal to issue a 
certificate of, election to him—the fact

Sage and information gleaned from ta'ks 
with that pioneer who settled1 here in 
1836'. Ic his opinion Mr, Sage was oni 
of the type of men who settled 
thi 


county and made it possible for

generation to enjoy the advantage* o 
the present. They established the man 
ufacturing institutions, schools, churchoi 
and hospitals. Farms, highways, manu 
fncturing, 
railroads, telephones, 
etc.

And yet, notwithstanding all of-these 


things, Mr. Gittings said 
ha believed 


that the people would agree with him 
that there are some things in which the 
people have made no progress during tho 
pant twenty-five years, but have gone 
backward. 
He declared that the cre- 


ation of the corporations as a. means of 
conducting the vast business enterprise 
of the present day, has brought about 


new situation in the business "world. 


Jhe corporation -was an absolute necessi- 
ty in a country like the United. States. 
"Without it," he said, "the great com- 
mercial enterprises now 
in 
existence 


could never have become a success. No 
individual or partnership 
could 
cope 


rith the great trans-continental 
rail- 


ways, and other 
similar 
enterprises. 


And. so it was entirely proper that the 
state should legalize the corporation, in 
order that the business welfare of this 
great nation might not suffer. 
These 


corporations came into being with won- 
derful rapidity, and have been one of the 
chief factors in tho development of all 
our resources during the past twenty- 
five years." 


'Increasing Holdings, 


Continuing Mr. Gittings said: 
"After these corporations had 
been 


proven to be a success, in a business 
way, and a, boon to the country as a 
whole, the officers and directors saw the 
possibility'of increasing the value of 
their holdings in them by increasing the 
capital stock, declaring stock dividends 
to cover the undivided profits, which was 
entirely legitimate, and also by declar- 
ing such stock dividends in excess of 
the- undivided profits, or in other words 
watering stocks. 
There was 
no law 


against such issues, and no one at first 
considered, such action 
even 
morally 


wrong. 
This power, together with the 


gambling in stocks on the 
stock-ex- 


changes in Xew York and Chicago, made 
a few men enormously wealthy in a. 
very few years. New standards of busi- 
ness, morals became firmly established, 
until the situation developed 
to 
the 


point where seemingly everyone 
was 


ready and willing to invest in any kind 
of a "Get rich quick" scheme, if by any 
sort of means there was one chance in 
a hundred of getting rich without any 
serious efforts on the part of the in- 
vestor. 
The boards of directors, even 


of legitimate business corporations, em- 
ployed managers who could or would 
produce salaries and dividends regard- 
less of the moral, and even the legal, 
rights of competitors, consumers, 
and 


the public at large. 
This mad rush for 


the accumulation of wealth has devel- 
oped a new standard of private and pub- 
lic morals, which culminated, less than 
two years ago in a financial panic in 
the midst of a. period of great prosper- 
ity, the effects of which are still in evi- 
dence in nearly all sections of the coun- 
try. 


"Some effort has boon made to cor- 


rect, by legislation, nnd by the enforce: 
ment of existing laws, the plight into 
which these conditions have brought us, 
but only a very little an yet h;is been 
actually accomplished. Some of the men 
in charge of these great 
corporations 


claim thnt there is no law of God or 
man that can prevent them using these 
institutions which they control in any 
way they choose. 
In many instances 


during' the past few years they 
have 


violated many_ of the criminul laws of 
the various states, and of the nation. 
Witness the recent developments in some 
of the larger cities of the country, where 
agents of these corporations have been 
convicted of bribery and other forms of 
graft, committed in order 
that 
their 


boards of directors could pay enormous 
salaries and stock and other dividends. 
Witness also the recent disclosures in 
connection with frauds committed upon 
the government of the United States by 
men representing the sugar trust. The 
men who pleaded guilty or were con- 
victed, after trial, of these offenses, are 
not nearly HO blameworthy as those at 
the head of the institutions. In order to 
prevent any change in existing condi- 
tions many of these men have gone into 
politics, and arc in absolute control of 
some of our city and state governments, 
and apparently of the highest legislative 
body in the world,—the congress of the 
United States. 


Statesmen Disregard Pledges. 


"Men pledged to support the demands 


of the people for ti revision of the tariff 
downward, and elected because of such 
pledges, are voting today for revision 
of the tariff upward, because the cor- 
porations which they represent, or the 
business in which they are personally 
'engaged, will be benefited by such ac- 
tion. Many of these men arc violating 
the spirit if not the letter of the law 
which prohibits them from voting on 
questions in which they have a persona] 
and pecuniary interest. 
But they at- 


tempt to shield themselves behind the 
legal entity of 
the 
corporation, and 


claim that they have no personal inter- 
est in. the subject. 


"These conditions are a direct result 


of the degrading of the private and pub- 
lic morals in. the manner which I have 
described. 


"1 shall not attempt, at this time, to 


present any plans for the solution of 
the problem, 1 will merely suggest that 
we can have just the aort of government 
that we desire. 
If the men that we 


elect to represent us do not carry out 
our wills, we have the power to employ 
some one who will. In order to do this, 
however, we must take the same inter- 
est in our public affairs that wo do in 
our own private business. 
Shall we, 


as successors to the noble pioneers of 
Racine county, and of this great state 
/help .to correct the evils -'refjyxfld 


This 13 not a partisan question ;• it' is 
not - a . political question; but it is a 
moral and-a spiritual one, one-which 
must be solved by the hearts and con- 
sciences of the-American people* 


"May Racine county make »« great 


progress along'this line in-the next de- 
cads as she is sure to make in the ma- 
terial 'and financial vrorld is-my desire 
and hope."
